TRATION RE CHANGED? 

Has tlu* lioiiei problem l*H?n 
made a racket hy so many peo 
pie that they are to sulier in 
future for talc no advantage of 
a lenien; and indulgent Govern¬ 
ment? We are not able to an¬ 
swer thi.-; question. However, it 
would api>ear from the general 
trend of things that relief was 
to be greatly curtailed if not 
entirely abolished by some Gov¬ 
ernment.* before very long. We 
are all aware that the General 
Authorities of the Latter Day 
Saints ( hureh at the recent 
General Conference charged 
the Stake Presidents with the 
responsill lily of getting their 
people organized to be : elf su 


taining for the coming winter, 
where this was out of the ques 
tion, that each ward and branch 
arrange to take care of their 
own poor- Does this mean a 
withdrawal of Government re¬ 
lief. 

For several years Relief has 
bee n one of the most expensive 
Departments of the Govern¬ 
ment.

In 
nearly every case the most ex¬ 
pensive pul Me works over per¬ 
formed have been by those re- 
ce ving^ ^Government relief. »U 
has resulted in a protest from 
the public, and great losses on 
part of Governments.

To 
our way of thinking thi! a is as it 
should be. The Town Council, 
through their Committees know 
better than anyone else who is 
entitled to relief in their town 
“O.i uo uoui ss'up }s.nj Xjpw.t oju 
should receive. It has been im¬ 
possible in the past to control 
this matter. A cut in relief 
meant a protest of the Victim to 
the Province or State with a 
hard luck story and reinstate¬ 
ment at par. This is frequently 
very unfair and unjust- 

Pax payers arc tiring of feed¬ 
ing the slothful and lazy. They 
lind themselves very busy car¬ 
ing for their ow n without pay¬ 
ing high taxes to care for some 
too lazy to care for themselves. 
Then, ioo, many who come for 
relief each winter make good 
money in the summer months, 
but they squander it away in 
foolish and unwise practices 
and mactices, and then come to 
the Relief agencies to care for 
them, it takes no Solomon to 
see the inconsistency of this- 
From all indications it ap¬ 
pears that a change is coming. 
What it will be none can tell. 
This much, however, is certain, 
in view of the wav the thing 
has been abused in the past, the 
rope 8 will be tightened up, and 
if a man gets his keep and a 
days wages he will have to put 
in a day’s work and not merely 
put In time. Independence is 
the greatest heritage a person 
can have, and it is to be hoped 
that with the opportunities the 
district affords for gardens, or¬ 
chards, dairy farms, etc., that 
dependents will make a real ef¬ 
fort to stand on their own legs, 
before individuals, corporations 
and governments become bank¬ 
rupt, and there are no sources 
of relief and succor for those 
who are still depending on them 
The present vicious circle can¬ 
not go on, there must be a way 
somewhere to stop the leak.

VIOLENCE 

Everyone has a personal in¬ 
terest in the ever-increasing 
number of deaths from violence 
particular those due to motor¬ 
car ccidents. Our interest is fir¬ 
st of all an appreciation that we 
may shortly be numbered 
among the victims; the second 
thought has t 0 d 0 with a similar 
feeling with regards to relatives 
and friends, and lastly, there is 
a general desire to preserve and 
safeguard human life. 

Public health authorities are 
concerned in the preservation 
of life and in raising the stand¬ 
ard of personal health. Origin¬ 
ally, they were fully occupied 
with their endeavours t () contr¬ 
ol the wide spread epidemic dis 
eases; then later on they ex¬ 
tended their concern to all prev 
entable diseases. 

During recent years, a consid 
erable part of the ground gain¬ 
ed has been lost due to the dea¬ 
ths from violence. Obviously, 
nothin? is won by saving a child 
l)rom diphtheria if he is to lose 
his life in a motor accident. 

So serious has the situation 
become that, in many places, 
public opinion has really forced 
health departments to interest 
themselves in a problem which 
had been regarded as outside of 
their jurisdiction. 

No one is suggesting that 
health department should under 
take responsibility for safety 
campaigns or f 0 r traffic regul¬ 
ations. The question that is ask 
ed of health departments is as 
to what contribution along med 
ical lines the might make in or 
der to help solve this serious 
problem. 

There is no single answer to 
a problem which arises from 
many causes. From a medical 
point of view, consideration mig 
ht be given to the physic] and 
mental competence of those 
applying for drivers licence. 

It does seem reasonable to sug 
pest that certain degrees of de 
fective vision or hearing, and in 
ability to distinguish red and 
green lights might be regarded 
as handicaps which would rule 
out the right to a license to dri¬ 
ve a motor car- 

Some defects are readily re¬ 
cognized and so are easily detect 
ed, whereas others are revealed 
only through a careful examin¬ 
ation. It might be advisable to 
consider, a s a beginning, the 
easily detected defects in the ca 
se of all drivers, and, in the dv- 
ent of accidents a complete ex 
ami nation before renewal of 
license. 

The only point to this article 
is the question a s to whether or 
not the public in their own inter 
est and for their own protection, 
should consider a system of re¬ 
quiring at ledst some measure 
of physical fitness in those who 
are licensed by the state to 
drive motor cars.

Some caution should be used 
by young people in swimming 
who cannot swim. Last week 
four deaths occurred from boys 
gettng beyond their depth.

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WEEKLY LETTER 
POULTRY ITEMS 

This week's letter will deal 
briefly with few points which 
may profitably be borne in mind 
by poultrymen at this time. 

1. Separate the cockerels and 
pullets* This should always Ik* 
done before the bird s are placed 
pn summer range. In some tases 
it may prove de.i ruble to simp 
ly destroy the surplus males, 
but in other instances particul¬ 
arly when one of the heavy bro 
pounds beef scrap. This is ni,re¬ 
eds i3 being raised it may prove 
profitable to either fatten these 
young cockerels as broilers, or 
hold them separately from the 
pullet flock and develop thorn 
f)or sale next fall as finished 
meat birds. A large proportion 
of the surplus cockerels rasied 
at this Station are fattened as 
broilers. Our poultry man uses 
the following finishing ration 

with good success: 25 pounds 
hulless or shifted barley 
chop, 20 pounds hulless 


or sifted oat chop, 20 pounds 
of shorts or ground wheat and r . 
ed with enough skim mdk to 
make a very thin gruel. The 
birds weigh about 2 pounds when 
placed in the fattening pc n and 
are fed all they can clean up in 
20 mi nutes twice a day for about 
two weeks. Feed should never be 
loft in the troughs for more 
than half an hour. If sufficient 
skim milk is used i n making the 
gruel, it is not necessary i 0 sup 
ply any water. 

2. Cockerels for next v?ars 
breeding pens Right now i.s a 
good time to begin scouting ar¬ 
ound for good male birds of kn 
ow n breeding. These can often 
be purchased at 12 to Id weeks 
of age at a very reasonable lig 
ure, or, if this cannot be done, 
orders placed now with any est 
r ddished breeder will guarantee 
the chance to select the boil 
cockerels wi.cn they are offered 
for sale next fall. By thisprecau 
tion one can avoid the danger S 
being left with only culls to cho 
ore from just before the breed 
iiio season next winter. 

d. Culling the lay ng I lock 


Any hens whieh moult between 
now and the first of Sept, may 
be regarded as culls and treated 
as such. The money makers in 
the flock will continue to lay 
again in October and November 
at the same time as the hens 
that moult in June, July and 
August. 

4. Control of Mites and L.ce. 
Our poultryman is watching clo 
sely these days for any appear¬ 
ance of Vennin in ire poultry 
regularly until the autumn, wh 
on they will go into a quick 
moult and return t ( > product- 
houses. II these are detected 
early before they have become 
numerous they are not only mo¬ 
re easily contruled, but can be 
desroyed before they have done 
any serious damage. The treat 
ment used here for the control 
of mites is spraying the roosts, 
and nests and all dark corners 
or crevices with low grade co;.l- 
oil* Painting the roosts w th 
nicotine sulphate according to 
the manufacture’s directions 
has been found to be a very 
satisfactory treatment for lice.

HOW TO CONTROL 

CABBAGE MAGGOTS 
-o- 

The cabbage maggot is one 
o i the most serious pests of cab 
huge and cauliflowers in Canada 
today. It also attacks radishes, 
turnips and other plants of the 
mustard and cress family. The 
maggot attacks the roots and 
not only destroys the rootlets 
hut I lores into the tap root. In¬ 
fested plants becom? stunted 
and wilt on hot Jays. Severly 
attacked plants turn yellow and 
die* The adults of the maggots 
are two-winged fleis which lay 
their eggs on the stem of the 
plants about the time the Europ 
can plum tree first comes into 
bloom in the spring. 

These insects can be con troll 
ed by the use of corrosive subli 
mate which can be procured at 
most seed houses. The sublimate 
when used is diluted in water at I 
the rate of one ounce to 10 gal¬ 
lons of water. As it loses much 
of its strength when brought 
into contact with metals, the 
sublimate should be mixed in 
and applied with glass, earthen 
ware or wooden vessels. This is 
Very important. 

Two or three days after the 
cabbage and cauliflower plants 
have been set out in the field o»- 
garden the solution should he 
poured over the stem and around 
the base of each plant using ab 
out half a cupful per plant. 
Care should !>e taken to wet the 
stems thoroughly as well as the 
soil immediately surrounding 
the base. Two subsequent applic 
ations should be made the sec- 
application 7 days after the fir 
st and later making three treat 
mints in all It is very import¬ 
ant to make the first applicat¬ 
ion earl\. a 3 the : access of the 
control depends very largely on 
this point. 

In the case of rad Vibes the 
solution should be poui\d over 
th c young plants about three 
days after they appear above 
the ground and a second applic¬ 
ation nude a week later. The 
with the sublimate when they 
aip nearly ready for use.
